The general tendency of the present 
day among Holstein-Friesian breeders 
seems to be to develop cows producing 
milk containing a higher percentage 
of butter fat. 

One of the highest testing strains 
of the breed is the Canary’s Mercedes 
family. The foundation cow of this 
noted family is Canary’s Mercedes 
No. 12586. She was bred by Cross 
Brothers, Durand, Ill, and born Mar. 
19, 1888. Her sire, Antje Vriend’s 
Mercedes Prince, was by the noted 
sire, Mercedes Prince, and from An- 
tje Vriend, who has unofficial records 
of 88 lb. milk in a day, 28 lb. 2 oz. 
butter in seven days. Mercedes 
Prince was a son of the great founda- 
tion cow, Mercedes, who has unofficial 
records of 88 lb. milk in one day; 2,- 
534 lb. in thirty-one days; 24 Ib. 6 oz. 
butter in seven days; 99 Ib. 6% oz. 
in thirty days. Upon the latter record 
she was awarded the Breeders’ 
Gazette Challenge Cup for the largest 
30-day record July 1883. This was 








one of the first great records ever 
made by a Holstein-Friesian, and 
served to attract great attentiun to 
the breed. Mercedes 2d, a daughter 
of Mercedes, has an unofficial record 
of 26 lb. 13 oz. butter in seven days; 
17,658 lb. 14 oz. milk in six months. 
The latter stood for some time as a 
World’s Record. 

The dam of Canary’s Mercedes was 
Canary, an imported cow with a re- 
ported record of 76 Ib. milk in a day. 
When Canary’s Mercedes was a year- 
ling, her dam was purchased from 
Gross Brothers, by Harvey S. Day, 
Willis, Mich.

with the most carefully cultivated 
fields, the best buildings and the finest 
stock is more or less bookish. He 
-tudies the game just as any other 
susiness man would study the game 
in which he is engaged. If any proof 
were needed of the dollar and cent 
value of reliable agricultural infor. 
mation in any of the various farm in- 
dustries it is afforded by the cow 
zensus work, conducted by W. D. 
Hoard of Hoard’s Dairyman. 

He found that the owners of. 464 
herds investigated, having six thou- 
sand three hundred and three cows, 
were registered as readers of dairy 
papers. They fed their cows at an 
avreage cost of $34.78, securing $1.42 
for each dollar spent for feed, and 
had a net profit of $14.54 a cow. Tlie 
cow owners, whose minds were not 
illuminated or their methods improved 
through the influence of dairy litera- 
ture, had seven hundred and tifty- 
three herds, composed of nine thou- 
sand one hundred and_ twenty-two 
cows. They fed their cows for $35 
each, and had an average annual 
profit of $1.85 a cow, as compared 
with the average profit of $14.54 a 
cow made by the “bookish” ones. Of 
the non-readers 40 per cent actually 
lost money in following the dairy 
business.—The Livestock and Dairy 
Journal.

DAIRYING IN WISCONSIN BETTER 
THAN GOLD-MINING 


More than all the gold mined each 
year in Colorado, California, and 
Alasksa, is the worth of Wisconsin’s 
dairy prospsects, according to Prof. 
E. H. Farrington of the College of 
Agriculture of the University of Wis- 
consin. Moreover, the Wisconsin dai- 
ryman eats better, sleeps better, and 
lives longer than does the gold-miner. 

Dairying does not exhaust the soil 
fertility, and there will always be a 
good demand for milk, butter, and 
cheese. The dairy expert further 
points that since 1896 the dairy farms 
have doubled in value per acre and 
the market prices for cheese and but- 
ter have more than doubled. During 
that time prices for city milk have 
risen from 81 cents to $1.68 per 100 
pounds. Milk products of Wisconsin, 
he says, have taken a rapid advance 
every five years between 1890 and 
1910. The first step brought the 
value of milk products from 21 mil- 


lion dollars in 1890 to 36 millions in]. 


1895. In 1900 the valuation was 40 
millions, in 1905, 60 millions, and in 
1910, 80 millions.

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THE COUNTRY BOY’S VACATION

We read much about 
Keeping the Boy keeping the boy on 

on the Farm. the farm. It is a 
; very popular sub- 
ject with farm papers and, indeed, 
one of interest and worthy of some 
thought. 

There must be an underlying cause 
why boys, naturally fitted for good 
farmers, hold little respect for the 
occupations in which their fathers 
have spent their lives, and eventually 
go off to school, not to study agri- 
culture, but law, medicine or engi- 
neering. Let us analyze the situa- 
tion. Many will say that the boy 
does not know what is best for him, 
yet he must be given credit to. see 
things as they are and must be ex- 
pected to pass final judgment as to 
his course in life by conditions as 
they appeal to him. And what have 
past conditjons been on the average 
farm? Surely not such as would make 


will 

















the farm boy will 
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a boy enthusiastic. The boy’s lot 
has been one of nearly all work with 
a minimum of play. From early 
morning till late at night, his horizon 
has been one unbroken vista of work, 
—work without posisbilities or profit, 
for the father’s education has been 
meagre, his methods antiquated and 
he has seen his salvation only in the 
incessant grind. His cows have been 
mostly star-boarders, the kind that 
produce one hundred and fifty pounds 
of butter-fat in a year and don’t pay 
for their feed and labor, the father, 
of course, having neither time nor 
confidence enough in book learning to 
study how to improve his herd. So 
to the boy, farming has appeared an 
unresponsive, hopeless task,— slavery 
without end. Such an outlook would 
drive any boy of spirit into other 
fields. It would be a heroic sacrifice, 
indeed, for him to stay on the farm 
and should not be expected of him. 
But there is another side. 


All of us who have studied farming 
from a scientific as wel! as a practical 
standpoint, who have learned the ins 
and outs of growing various crops, 
who have studied horticulture, dairy- 
ing, poultry raising or the handling of 
pure bred stock of any kind, know 
that farming followed intelligently is 
one of the most all around desirable, 
delightful and remunerative of occu- 
pations. In fact, considered from all 
points, it has no equal. Every boy, 
who has been through an _ agricul- 
tural college knows this; he looks with 
favor upon farming, indeed, he is 
enthusiastic about it. He knows its 
possibilities; knows that it holds un- 
limited joy and profit to the man 
who can make his crops, trees and 
animals respond to his every action; 
knows that he, himself, holds the key 
to the situation and he is right an- 
xious to put his knowledge into prac- 
tice and make old earth awake to 
his call. With such an outlook, where 
is the boy, who will leave the farm? 
The agricultural college is the making 
of a farmer every time; it gives 
him hope and confidence; he can see 
light and possibilities ahead. — 


No, if farming is to attract the 
boy, it must not seem entirely a yame 
of trying to pull oneself over the 
fence by his boot straps, but it must 
show posibilities; it must be a suc- 
cess. Nothing succeeds like success 
and isn’t it the truth? Everybody 
is proud to be allied with a success 
in whatever line it may be. Even 
stay by when a 


success and a future loom up on the 
horizon and he will not need urging 
to supply the effort to get to it. 

The agricultural schools, the farm 











papers and societies are+ the guide 
posts. They are the institutions that 
are putting farming on a high plane, 
the equal of any occupation and wor. 
thy the best effort of the best man 
the country can prouce. These insti- 
tutions are the moving spirit that 
will keep the boy on the farm.

A significant fact shown at the but- 
ter exhibition at the State Fair was 
that nearly all of the highest scoring 
butter was made by men who had 
previously received high honors in 
the regular butter scoring exhibitions 
conducted by the dairy department of 
the University of Wisconsin, Madison, 
according to Prof. C. E. Lee, one of 
the official’ judges. As an example, 
the man who won first prize on but- 
tre at the State Fair, scoring 96.16, 
had previously sent butter to the uni- 
versity scoring exhibitions, making 
an average score of 94.94 for the 12 
months ending in April, 1913. 

Fifty-one men out of the 142 that 
entered butter at the state fair from 
Wisconsin filled out a_ regulation 
method blank, as used in the butter 
scoring exhibitions, and forwarded 
the same to Madison. All of these 
51 men but one had entered butter 
at the monthly scorings at the uni- 
versity since May and several sor a 
longer time. Their butter was of 
high quality and only 10 per cent of 
it was cut in body, color or salt by 
the judges. . 

On the other hand, 40 per cent of 
the remaining 91 exhibitors did not 
fill out a method blank and made but- 
ter defective in body and color. 

Thirty-five of these 91 men had 
never sent butter to the university 
scoring exhibitions, and their aver- 
age score was 91.9, with 65 per cent 








of it cut in score because of poor | 


color, body and salt content. 

The scoring that is usually held at 
Madison for the month of October 
will this year be held at the National 
Creamery Buttermakers’ convention 
at Chicago, October 29-31. This is 
an ideal month for buttermaking in 
Wisconsin, and Prof. Lee, in charge 
of the official scoring, expects some 
sharp competition and an increase in 
the average score on butter received.
